A SwoED FOR Gkn. Fremost.— lle<-srs. TifTa 
ny & Co., of Now York, hare ju.it completed a 
owotd, to be presented by the citizsns of St. Louis 
to Gen. Fremont. The blade is of the finest Da- 
mascus steel, with gilt chasings, on which is in- 
ecribed tho word ''Vero." The scahbard is of 
heavy silver, finely gilded, elaborately wrou^jht, 
and altogether probably the finest piece of woik 
rasnship of the kind ever got up in this c.juntrj' 
The Tribune eays tho middle band on the scab- 
bard and the termination represent oak leaves; 
the upper band on the obverse face reprcsonts a 
heavy trophy, casque »i;b plumes waving, bat' 
;le-axos, i-psars, and kindred odjacls. Directly 
under this is a three quirter-face bust of Gen. 
Fremont In gold, r.nd inclosed in an oval of dia 
monds. On each side of the likanes", which Is 
strikingly life-like, is a figure of fame, with a 
wreath of oak leaves billow, and crossing to the 
opposite side, where they inclose a Roman sword 
The chief ornamentation is on the *'grip," or hilt, 
It b all gilt, and of a heavy colid structure. In 
the back of the grip is a niche, representing a 
cinopy, within which stacdj a female figure, in 
frosted Eilver, representing Liberty, holding in 
one hand a swoid, the point of which rests in the 
mouth cf a dragon. Back cf this figure, where 
the guard laps ovor the scabbard, is an oval me- 
dallion in blue enara:l, with the letters "J. C. 
F." in diamonds. The medallion is fupported by 
two little figures of Fame. Oa the top of the 
hilt is a figure of the head of Medusa, also of 
frosted silver. Tbs guard represents a wreath 
of oak leaves. AccDn:pinying the sword is a 
rosewood case, a bolt cf guld embroidered Russia 
leather, with solid silver mountings, and a Major 
Qena'al's sash. The foUoweng is inscribed in 
Germ.in on a silver plate upon the cose; 

"I'o the pathfinder, from the monof the West." 

The C03t of the sword and accoatrements is 
51,000.

THE HOSPITALS AT BOWLIXti GREEN. 

BowuNO GRKF.N, March, 1862. 
The stoppage of travel to Nashville compelling 
nia to a temporarv sojourn in the town from 
whence this is dated, and giving me time for a 
thorough examination, I thought a few lines in 
your paper might not prove uninteresting to your 
many readers with regard to its present state, 
more especially as to its hospitals for the sick 
soldiers, many of our good Samaritans desiring to 
know their condition. 

I left Ixjnisville on a very rainy morning, and 
on arriving, waded through the mud frcin the 
cars to Dirren River, just as they were finbhing 
that troubletiome affair the ponton bridf,6. Tho 
first thing to catch the eye were tbe heads of two 
drowned horses and tbe top of a wagon, which 
had gone over the bridge in tho atten:pt to cross 
I here were numerous passengers, ar.d the fun 
was fast and furious to see them trying to get 
down tbe mud bank, tome leaving boots, and in 
one case stockings and all, behind thorn — those 
who had got on the other side, and tbe soldiers 
engaged in building, looking on enjoying it, while 
the lugubrious looks and shirking manner of the 
nncrossod ones, made up quite a lively ecena. 

My first feelin;^ on arriving in town was that 
I was entering some Kentucky Cologne unknown 
as ye' to fame, for, if tliat famous city of swoot 
smelling water baa its th osand smells. Bowling 
Green has aouble the number, each one rivalling 
tbe other in intenolty; though, during tha few 
days I have been here, the mimicipal authorities 
have boen exsiting themselves in cleaning the 
streets up somewhat, and I fancy (I cannot say 
fur a certainty) that I perceive one or two well- 
known ones to bave disappeared. 

The town itself looks a wreck — burnt hou'es, 
closed stores, fences down, and general disotder 
visible everywhere — 1 mean as far as regard* the 
buildings and grounds, for ofi to the living por- 
tion it is a'oout as quiet and orderly a place as 1 
have entered for some time. Thanks to tbe 
efficient Provost Marshal, CoL Dunham. 

Tbe main feature of interest are tbe fortj 
which I visited. Baker's and College Hill Forts 
seem to me the only strong ones, as regards the 
works of the former, and position of the la^t 
named. 

I ascertained there were ubjut 400 sick soldiers 
in the the town, mostly Ci-tos of typhoid favor 
and pneumoni-i, there being but seven cases cf 
eruptive disease, and they recovering. They are 
divided among four bospiCsLs, the largest of which 
I visited accompanied by tbe post surgeon. Dr. 
Chase, of Zanosville, Ohio, who kindly showed 
me ovor the building, and as among all my hos- 
pital visitings this is the one "par excellence," I 
will give you a short eketch r f tho mode in which 
t is conducted, and I think your readers will con- 
clude with myself that Dr. Chase is a thorough, 
systematic busmess man, in addition to his well 
known medic::! abilities. The boFpital is a large 
building on the cornor of lbs public equate, which 
the Doctor had thoroughly scoured and white- 
washed before removing tbe patients into. There 
are now in it IGO patienL<i; it is divided into four 
ward', each hiving a ward maoter assisted by 38 
attendants. I examined every ward in detail and 
I did not see a dirty place in the building, indeed 
It would put to shame many private houses bore 
as regards cleanliness. The men are all in cots 
with clean strawJmattroLses and cle&u linen; over 
each man's cot is his number and a bcok with a 
long slip of foolscap paper with an open envelope 
attached to the bottom cf it. The prescribing 
Doctor each morning wiites bij prescription and 
direction on this paper, which is taken down by 
the nurse, a record made of it opposite tbe man's 
name, and from there to the apothecaries, whore 
it is made up (two i.re employed at this from 
morning till night); the medicice is then put in 
tbe attachod envelope, so the uur..63 havu all be- 
fore them. Each on bis reception in tho hospital 
has his name, regiment, and number of his ward 
and CO', &,".., record d, together with a list of his 
property, which is taken for sa'e keeping till his 
recovery or the boneUt of hio friends if he dies, 
and these rec.->rdo are kept wi^b tbe strictest c&re, 
unlike many others, where it is done only occa- 
sionally. He is then takon to ths bitbiog room, 
well washed and dean clothes put on him. I no- 
ticed one thing which struck me particularly; 
ihere was nut the slightest offe-itive smell, wliich, 
to those who are in tbe habit, of hospital visiticg, 
would be very noticeable. The greatest care is 
taken in this matter. There were some very sick 
C-«o8 of typhoid fever, but the maj lity seemed 
to be doing well, asd all spc ke in llio highest 
terms of the Doctor and tbo attention received, 
though they say he Is very strict about sweeping 
and cleaning, which he has to be, the majority of 
soldiers being proverbially dirty. 

From tbe wards I visited the apothecary's (the 
doctor's) (ffioe, where two clerks are constantly 
employed, and where I ascertained the di.'ctor bad 
accumulated some $600 hospital fund by his good 
management; and last of all, and, if anything, 
cleaner than all, the kitchen, containing a splen- 
did range and everything nece?.sary for cooking 
as bright and cloan as if new, filled with most 
appetizing food — soap, chickens, &c., maklog me 
come to the conclusicn that few people ware bet- 
ter cared for than the patients of hospital No. 8. 
The utmost credit is due to Dr. Chase, who has 
worked icoBSsantly to attain bis views of a gxd 
hospital, himself attending to the supervision of 
everything from chaos to its present perfect 
state, when he was suffering from jaundice snd 
ought himself to have boon a patient. 

Ia conclusion, I would say to our benevolent la- 
dies nothing Is wanting here to maka tho soldier 
crmfortablo. 

I inclose yon a list of deaths for the benefit of 
the frierdi of tho deceased, who, on addressing 
the post surgeon, can bave tbe effects left.

TiiK Iron ( lad .Stkam::r Mkhrimac — Since 
the Merriinac, or tho Virginia, has been the 
moans of gaining snch a glorious victory, thof l- 
lowing from the Richmord correspondence of tbo 
New Orleans Crescent will be road with interest: 

As it is almost certain that the Merrimac will 
either have proved a brilliant success or a miser- 
able failure before this reaches you, it will not be 
inrrprcper in me to give your readers a few facts 
in regard to her. In the first place, her engines 
are live hundred and ten-horse power, and, i i 
spite of her great weight, it is thought she nill 
make from twelve to fifteen miles an hour. She 
does not draw by a foot and a half a.s much water 
as was expected. When afloat she presents to tl:c 
enemy only a roof above the water. All of hor 
machinery is below tbe water line. Her sides and 
rotif aro composed of oak tv/enty-eight inches 
thick, covered with six inches of plato and rail- 
toad iron. She has an apparatus for throwing 
hot water on boarders. Her armaniont consists 
(f ten guns only, all rifled. 

The guns in her sides — four in number — are 
eighty- pounders. Those at the bow and stern 
throw a one hundred pound solid shot, or a one 
hundred and twenty-pound :hsl!, and these guns 
have throe port.s, which enable her to give a 
broadside of six guns. She has furnaces for heat- 
ing shot.

Commodore Buchanan commands hor, and tbe 
second in command is Catesby Jone-; — both men 
t'f the h'ghest order of courage. Buchanan has 
confidence in her, and sjj-s be is going to glory 
or a grave in her; Jones is lesi conGdeut, but says 
she is as good a place to die in as a man could 
bave. 'Ihe objoctiou to her, and it is a serious 
one, is tho fact that she is entirely dependent on 
her machinerv ; if that gets out of order she be- 
comes a mere log in the water. But if that bolls 
out, it is fair to expect sbo will do some damsge 
to the two Yankee frigates now lying off Nswport 
News before ■ his week ends. Lot us not be too 
sanguine, but hope for the best. Hha may help 
to help us out of our great difficulty.

Specie Pavmksts in Pennsylvania —The 
popiilar branch of Ihe Pennsylvania Legislature 
having passed a bill, which was subsequently 
recommitted to the committee on banks, bring- 
ing all the banking institutions of the com- 
monwealth under ibe provi ionsof what is known 
as the "Free Banking Law," and requiring; an 
early resumption of specie payments, wo may, 
as tbe prospect of its becoming a law incresss.s, 
see some cb.>nge in the bank movement. B >th 
features of the bill are olijictionable to the banks 
— they are neither in favor of resuming pay- 
ments nor of coming under tho free banking law. 
In whatever the Legislature may do iu reforenco to 
thismat'er, it should not omit two things, name- 
ly, til require tho banks to keep Ibeir notes at 
par in the commercial centres of Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg, and to prohibit the circulation of notes 
urder the denomination of five dollars. While 
sm^ll notes are allowe'l to circulate, tbe ret:nl 
merchants, mechanics, and tradsrs, will be great- 
ly inconvenienced for specie cbange, and whiU 
the coun'rv barks are allowed to dLscount their 
depreciated paper in fhird street, par corroncy 
will ba more or less restricted. Tho diffsrenca 
bbtwoun coiti and pap^r is now so small as to 
rooder the necw^?ury supyily of ?p.>cie for change 
under tivtt dollars an easy thing, ar d as no ono is 
benetirted by a depreciated currency but those 
issuing it, liio country bauks eh luld be required 
to keep all their notes put ia cucalation here at 
par, or else discount it oaly at their own coun- 
ters.— PAi/. Ledger.

Suction 1. Beil ortltined by ihe Gtneral Council 
of the City of Louitvilk. That a tax of three c. nts 
on each ono hundred dollars' woith of real estate, 
rl-aves residuary in rticnoy, and pleasure carriages, 
row assessed of that may h6reaft«r l>e ossesood for 
taxation in said city, is hereby levied, tho pro- 
coed* of said tax, when collect*!, to be applitd to 
tbe relief of tho fiinilies of vohinteors f.'"om ths 
city of Louisville avho have or may heroifler en- 
list in the Federal armv in defence of tho Unl)ii 
and to the relief of destitute widows in tho city 
cf Louisville. 

Sec 2. The General Council roierves tho right 
to control the disbursemont of tha proceeds de- 
rived from the collnction of the foresaid taxos. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall not taka effect 
until it has boen submitted to acd approved by a 
majority of the legal voters of tho city of Louis- 
ville voting thereon, as prescribed inSictions 10th 
and Utb, Article 6th, of tha City Charter, to bo 
submitted on the first Saturday In April, 1862, to 
tho vote ot tho citj', no conipansation to bo al- 
lowed for tbo collecti'-.n of the aforesaid tax.

Put None But Lotal Men on Guard.— 
We bcpii this maxim will ba kept vividly in 
mind by tbo friends of the Union in selecting 
candidates at the approaching elections. It 
ia just and necessary. 

Loyalty beyond reproach and above suspi- 
cion ought in every initance to be held an in- 
dii-pensable qualification. The rule should 
be absolute. Let it bo enforced with 
stern and scrupubu. fidelity. Though a can- 
didate hnvo every other qualifica: ion in perfec- 
tion, and have not loyalty, he should bo 
deemed "as sounding brass or a tinkling 
cymbal." 



The Federal Debt anr Ccrbesct. — 
A statement of the various evidences of out- 
standing public debt has been prepared by 
Messrs. Charles A. Meigs & Son, of New 
Vork, which possesses much interest at this 
juncture, as it shows what we now owe and 
what we are about to authorize as additions to 
the public debt. Before the rebellion broka 
out the funded debt of tho United States, in 
round r umbers, was $86,000,000, exclusiva 
of tho Texas indemnity and debt and the Ore- 
gon war debt, which were in the aggregate 
about $4,000,000. On the Ist of July last. 
$.')0, 000,000 of stock wero issued to the banks 
for a loan, and that made the total funded 
debt $120,521,048. Since that period tho 
Government has used Treasury notes almost 
exclusively; of these, over $10,000,000 had 
been issued before the rebellion, and abjut 
1,000.000 have been ordered since the 
President's proclamation for troops; in all, the 
outstanding Treasury notes amount to S182,- 
524, 7G1 C4. The na'.ional debt is then com- 
posed as follows.

To THB Loyal Wojies or Kentpckt. 
The United Stati's Sanitary Commi-sion for 
Kentucky earoestly appeal to the loyal women 
of Kentucky to be active, zealous, and energetic 
in preparations for great events that will soon 
lax the highest iflforts of Kentucky for the 
welfare of tho soldiers who have gone forward 
to battle for the highest interests ever confided 
to men. Kentucky has nearly thirty thousand 
men of arms in tho field, and wo all know 
them well enough to be atfured, that, where 
fighting is donp, Kentucky soldiers aro not 
likely to pass unscathed in the storm of battle. 
Illinois, Indiana, Onio, and Pennsylvania 
stand ready at a moment's warning to fly to 
tho fields of carnage to take care of their suf- 
fering soDi. In such an emergency as this 
Kentucky cannot be a laggard. Hospital stores 
of every kind, edibles suitable for such cases, 
everything in short that can be done for our 
wounded should be stored where they can bo 
forwarded without delay to any point that 
may Beed them. Tho Sanitary Commi-ssion, 
through tho liberality of Mr. Jacob Kalfus, 
have large rooms for storage, and will bo happy 
to take charge of all contributions of this 
kind and will forward them at once to such 
places as may demand these things. Kentucky 
must open her pursi-strings and be prepared 
to send men and women to the battle-fields of 
tho Sijuth, where their presence will bo ccr 
tainly needed. Let all be up and doing in 
this noblest of humanity's enterprises. 



Mb. Tascet's Speech in New Orle.vns 
Mr. Yancey, to the discredit of our blockade 
Bucceedad in getting into New Orleans. He 
made a speech there on tho evening of the 
13th inst. The Iluntsville Advocate of the 
19th contains the subjoined synopsis of it. We 
should suppose, that, however meant, it would 
have a strong tendency to excite shame, re 
gret, and remorse in the hearts of the rebels. 

Mr. y. gives his friend/s to understand that 
Great Britain is availing herself of the present 
condition of things in this country to open in 
the East Indies a source of a permanent cotton 
supoly, and tells them, that, if England and 
France interfere at all in our affairs, it will be 
only for the purpose of preventing the recon 
ftruction of a Power, whoso prosperity and 
greatness they had come to regard with j <al 
ousy. Ye«, the chief apostle of the rebellion vir 
. tually informs the people of his section, his 
so called Confederacy, that the main anxiety 
of tho European despotisms in regard to this 
country is to prevent the reconstruction of its 
several parts into tho mighty whole it once was 
and to keep it in the condition whore so. 
cession has placed it, a condition in which 
if perpetuated, the nations of the old world, 
that but lately regarded us with envy and 
jealousy and dread, would feel that they could 
lord it over all of us. North and South, at 
will. Why is it that the whole masses, even 
of the most vehement of tho population of the 
rebel States, with such things placed right 
bafore their eyes, will not, if one drop of the 
blood of tboir fathers still reddens in their 
reins, renounco the accursed rebellion and 
raiso tho old cry of "one flag, one country, 
and one destiny?" Must they not teo that 
their own humiliation, their own subjugation 
not less than ours, is the great object of the 
traditional enemies of our old Republic and 
its gloriout institutions? Must not their awak 
ening patriotism, if ever the Eistern monarch 
ies, from the fear of a mighty rival or superior, 
shall interpose to forbid the re-cstablisbment 
of the American Union, prompt them to come 
back to the alljgiaace they have cast off and 
to staod, as of old, side by sido with the rest 
of the American people as the champions of 
the liburty and the undivided power of tlio 
Western eontineni? 

Mr. Yincay is deciledly nf the opinion that the 
South has no friandsi in Eur 'pe, and tbat the 
North id in a similar coniiti.<n. Ho says there is 
a very sining prfjaiiioe in all of Europe ag^iinst 
the Smth in consrquscc^ cf an erroneous iuiprea- 
f iin which provaiU ij referoDcs to the insti'ution 
of slavery. There are many persons in Ivirope 
who consider the Sjuthern people simi livilizsd, 
and believe that neg'oes are raised upon the plan 
tha' stock is. There is no di^po.'iiiSn to interfere 
in American affiirs. 

The blo'.kade enables the B'itish holJors of the 
great stup'a (cotton) to realize an immense ad- 
vance upon ila cos", in c n'squence of the scjrcity 
of the article. These holoera are the wealthy 
few, who have the ear of the government. An- 
other reason for not ioterferini; with the block- 
ade was the belief that the scarcity of the article, 
and the remote prospec" of obtaining a supply 
from this country, would create puc:: a demand 
for East India cotfon as to increase its culture to 
a very considerabl j extent. 

Another reason, in Mr. Yancey's opinion, why 
European powers will not interfere in American 
affairs is the hope and beli'tf that a permanent 
diasolalion of the United States will weiken a 
nation of whose proaperily and greatness they 
had become jealous, rh-jy hope to see the war 
protracted until both divisions are involved in 
ruinous debt, to bang over them tike an incubus 
for vears to come. 

lie inclines to the opinion that EngUnd and 
France would sooner interfere to prevent a recon- 
struction of the Union than for any other purpose 
And he believe? thai unle^^s their starving opera 
lives, engaged in the manu'acture of cotton 
fabrics, compel them to interfere, tbey will stand 
aloof until they see the South is about to cocquer 
its independencs, or fail in tha attempt. He bae 
no hope of rect gnition of the Confederate State.* 
by either of these powers until the occu.Tence of 
one of those events. lu view of theie fact?, Mr. 
Y'ancey is of opinion that we might as well recill 
our Ommissieners from Europe, and await the 
action of foreign power? — w<iit until they propose 
negotiation and recognition. 

All this is obviausly enough but a soft way 
of confeesitag thit the rebellion is a failure. 
It is one of those euphemisms in which the 
rebel leaders from tho beginning have been 
accustomed to couch truths disagreeable to the 
rebels. Mr. Yancey always was a euphemist 
of the first order. But in this instance lie has 
scarcely drawn the figure suffieiently strong to 
conceal the ugly truth beneath. The rebellion 
is a failure, and his effort to disguise the con- 
fession only renders it the plainer. It cannot 
be possible that the men of ihe South will 
much longer persist in a cause that is not only 
criminal but so utterly broken. 



Total authoriiod debt $1,11)8 047,710 U 

All the Treasury notes now issued, as wel' 
i those authorized, except $100,000,000 
bearing 7 3 10 interest, and redeemable in 
SC4, are receivable at tho custom-house for 
duties upon imports and all other public dues. 
Of the eleven hundred millions authorized to 
be ifsued, about $400,000,000 are already in 
circulation. The financial policy of Secretary 
Chase, aided by tho triumphal progress of the 
Union arms, has done much toward settling 
the delicate question of our currency. Specie 
and foreign exchange aro both at a very low 
premium; our securities, both national and 
local, have an advancing tendency abroad; 
and there is a general disposition to make tho 
national currency a circulating medium with- 
out detracting from its par value. All these 
happy effects will become more apparent as it 
becomes more evident that ihe integrity of 
the Union will be preserved. There has never 
been a parallel case to tho present condition 
of our government, maintaining the expenses 
f^ war, with unimpaired credit, upon its 
own resources and inherent strength, and 
with a loyal people anxious to give all aid 
to the Federal Treasury by the imposition 
of taxes. The business interests of the 
country will doubtless bo adequately compen- 
sated for all these sacrifices, in obt-sining 
national currency based upon and protected by 
the national credit, and a part of this currency 
can bo kept in circulation after the civil war 
is ended, until such time as the banks of local 
issue can recover tho positions they cconpied 
before the troublous times. Some have thought 
tho present time opportune for a permanent 
change in our fyjtem of currenry, but we do 
not think it safe or wise to discuss such radical 
measures, under the present excitement. 
There has been a spontaneous acqntcseence in 
tho necessity of an issue of notes by the Gov 
emment as a currency; these notes are at par 
everywhere, and at a high premium in the so- 
ceding States; they are based on the industry and 
natural resources of the country and will he uiti 
mately redeemed by taxation or absorbed in the 
payment of dues. Let well enough alone, then 
and bo satisfied with the present happy finan- 
cial adjustment, which sprang from the univer- 
sal disposition and eagerness of the people to 
submit to any policy which was deemed rcqui 
site to extricate the country from its difficul- 
ties. 

^•We may now expect, every hour, to 
hear of another combat between the Monitor 
and the Merrimae, each aided if necessary by 
her allies. The Merrimae, it appears, is now 
provided with heavier guns than she had be 
fore, and we suppose that the Monitor has 
been slightly improved in some of her parts. 

Both sides aro said to bo confident. We are 
most hopeful, but not altogether sanguine. 
The Merrimae is vastly larger than tho Moni 
tor, and some think that she can grapple the 
latter and tow her bodily into Norfolk. B 
sides, the Merrimae has ten or twelve guns to 
the Monitor's two, and, if one of these two 
should be disabled either by bursting, a not 
very improbable accident, or by having its 
muzzle broken by a ball frcni the enemy, she 
would have to fight, if at all, under a fcarfnl 
disadvantago. 

Few, perhaps, conceive haw much dependi 
upon the issue of the coming duel of the two 
8 'a monsters. Tho Alonitor, if she can de 
stroy or capture her adversary, will be able 
almost immediately afterwards to steam right 
up to any fortification or into any seaport of 
the enemy and compel the surroTider of what- 
ever sho may asaail. If, on the other hand, 
tho Slerrimac shall cither vanquish the Moni- 
tor or pass her and get out to sea, she will have 
it in her power to annihilate or disperse every 
blockading licet wherever she goes, and to defy 
tho U. .S. forts and hold for a time the whole 
U. S. seaboard and all it^ cities at her mercy. 
Tho prcspcct of such a thing ia almost too 
frightful to contemplate. 

rja>- Wo cannot be expected, while attempting 
the full discharge of our duty to tho country, 
to give attention to the insects of tho rebel 
press that are buzzing around us and alighting 
when they dare. Wc sometimes think it al- 
most a pity that a man isn't furnished with a 
caudal appendage like an ox, so that while his 
hands aro busy with their proper work he 
might brush the flies away with his tail.

Wo have, says the Albany Journal, 
TJad of beggars on horseback. Florida, with 
its white population of foriy-six thousand, 
which originally cost us six millions — which 
cost U8 fifteen years of bloody war — which 
cost us many millions for light-houses, fortifi- 
cations, and the improvement of harbors — 
which has never returned even a tithe of the 
interest on tho debt we incurred in her be- 
half — playing the victim of irjured inno- 
cence — mouthing about her "wrongs" — de- 
nouncing the Union as "oppressive!" What 
next? Can impudence farther go? 

The poFscssiun of this ingrate little State is 
a geographical necessity. Intrinsically it is of 
"no consequence." It has been the most ex- 
pensive toy our Government ever bought. 
Ifiit for all this we did not complain. We 
wished to get control of the Gulf, and were 
willing to pay liberally for the privilege. 

And yet this little pauper, which we found 
'out in the cold" — this ragged, dirty, unkempt 
vagabond, without a home and without a 
friend — this benighted outcast, which we took 
in to our family circle, which wo clothed and

The Tax Bill.— The Philadelphia Press 
says that many of the business inlt rests of the 
country aro now repn sented by delugatitms at 
Washingti n, which are endeavoring to reduce 
the rates of the new tax bill upon their favo- 
rite articles. It is ])roper they should all be 
heard, and that unjust and unfair impositions 
of sll kinds should be avoided. But a large 
revenue must be collected, and a portion of 
tho burden should fall upon all who arc able to 
ar it. Congress should not ho deterred by 
clamorous opposition from opposing any tax 
which is appropriata and juet. Mature con 
sideration will enable our national legislators, 
we think, t'S devise an equitable system that 
will yield as much money as the nation will 
require and yet not prove painfully oppressive 
to the people. The sum a:-ked for, about 
$1GO,000,000 per annum, is but little more 
than double the revenue which was sometimes 
derived frcm imposts and public lar.d-i in a pe- 
riod of profound peace, without causing any 
serious inconvenience. To preserve tho nation 
from destruction, that sum will cheerfully be 
contributed now, if a mode of levying it that 
is at onco thoroughly just and convenient is 
adopted. 

DoTuLY KiVow It? — Although husband and 
wife are in somo important respects one person 
in law, they, in respect to misdemeanors, and 
especially in respect to the supreme misde- 
meanor of treason, are separate persons; the 
wife though offjnuing in conjunction with the 
husband ij individually guilty.

batch of Confederate prisoners from the hospitals. 
" ho Chicago Tribune says Lieut. Ostrander, ihi 
last named of tho three cfficsrs found sailing un- 

er the non-commissioned b inner, was a custom- 
house oflicer ardw Buchanan, at Columbus, Ky., 
and was still acting in that capacity when his 
successor was appointed acd sent down by the 
present Administration, to take possession of the 
office and effects connected therewith. The new 
Collector was not permitted to take his position, 
but was sent home by the present gallant L'.ei;- 
tent upon the same boat that brought him to 
Kentnoky, His game is now blocked most ef- 
fectually, and ha will be— or at leut should be — 
tried for treason and suitably punished. 

A correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 
lya that a number cf persons, sons of gentlemen 
of high social position, have been, since the inau- 
guration of the war, in the business of kidnapping 
nxgroea at Cairo and selling them into slavery. 
The writer says thit when Captain Turnley, of 
the Quartermaster's Dtpartment, came to Cairo, 
found half a dozen intelligent contrabands, 
whom he fed, clothed, and employed as laborers 
bis department. On the 25 h instant, a man 
reprnEonting himself as a resident cf Chicago, en- 
deavored to induce them to go with him, telling 
them they were free, and offering thirty dollars a 
month or their services. They refused these flat- 
tering offers, and an attempt was made by a mob, 
evidently controlled by parties of standing above 
allnded to, to take possession of them. This plan 
failed, and the negroes were placed in jail for safe 
keeping. Oa the 27th the matter was to have 
been inquired into by ths Provost Marshal, and 
tha gnilty parties punished. 

Dkatii or a Piosker.— Wto. Cary, Esq. 
one of the pioneers of the Miimi Valley, died at 
his residence on College Hill, near Cincinnati, on 
Friday morning, aged seventy-seven years. The 
Cincinn^ Commercial says he removed from his 
native State, New Hampshire, in 1802, and pur- 
chased a farm adjoining the village of Cincin- 
nati, at the head uf the present "Main etreet." 
Some years subsoqaently be purchased the farm, 
then an unbroken wildernes^ where ha lived 
and died. He was' well known for his sound 
udgment, Christian morality, ard public spirit. 
F. G. Cary, founder of Farmers' College, and 
Gen. S. F. Cary, the temperance reformer and 
orator, are his sons. 

iSrFreight was engaged in New York on Tues- 
day for 360 cases muskets, to go direct by ship to 
London. The cases hold 30 or 32 muskets each, 
so that nearly 12,000 stand of arms will thus be 
forwarded to our Anglo-Saxon neighbors by 
sinf^le vessel. These arms are a lot kindly sent 
over by an enterprising spiculator to supply our 
supposed need; but they are either a surplus 
stock, or not exactly cuited to our wants.

which is high. The Texas troops are much di;- 
pinud at the death of Ueneral McGuUoch, acd 
A'kansas trotpi f.iel the loss of Ueneral McInlo«h 
^ ery severely. The reboU are bidly off for cloth- 
ing and shoe). I'ike's Indians have moslly returned 
to the Inlian Naiion. They were not formidable 
in battle, lieing panic-stricken at the effect uf our 
artillery. Price had received a Maj ir-General's 
commiision in the Confederate servico on Ihelli h. 
One regiment ( f Texas troops retched Van Bu- 
ren on the 16 h to reinforce Van Djm, and more 
were expecttd from Louisiana. The whole rebel 
reinforcemenls will not exceed 5,000 in the next 
six weeks. 

Lieu'.enant Colonel Uolcomb, of the Ninth 
Iowa, who was token prisoner, wa» in the hands 
of the rebels two weiki.

He waa 
about forty years of age, and leaves a wife And 
five children, with property estimated at (6,000. 

^"Lafaye'.te Braffurd WuS tried ic tha Kenton 
Circuit Court last week for the mnrdafof David 
McCuUough, on the 22d of February, a verdict cf 
guilty of manslaughter rendered, and his punish- 
ment fixed at ten 3 ears' imprisonment at hard 
labor in the penitentiary. The trial of John 
Mullins, jointly indicted with Brafford, for the 
same crime, is fixed for to diy week. 



Parson Bbownlow m Cincisnati.— Parson 
Brownlow, if Eist Tennessee, accompanied by 
his son, ariived In Cincinnati on Friday. At 9 
o'clock the Union Committee met bim in the la- 
dies' parlor of the Gibsin Hruse, and be waa 
welc imed by Pollock Wilson, Esq , who alluded 
with emotion to the services cf Brownlow io the 
ciuse of the Union, and his heroic endurance of 
persecution. The Commercial says: 

The Parpon was much moved bv the cordiality 
of bis reception, and commenced speaking with 
a stammering voice, and eyes filled with tears. 
He gave some cutlines of his political recjrd. 
Ha had been for CUy in 1836, frr Harrison in 
1840, for Webster in 1852. for Fillmore in 185G, 
for Ball and Everett in 1860. Speaking ot B II 
always reminded him of "pitv the sorrows of a 
poor old man." He (the Piirson) had never had 
anvsvmpithy with secessionists. He had been 
offered Urge bribes lo sustain the rebe.lioF; b»t 
though he was a poor man be waa not for sale. 
He gave an account of his corre8|X>ndence with 
Judah P. Barjiman, all of which be bad pre- 
served and would publ'sh in his fjrthcnming 
book. He could not express tha jov he fsit la 
finding the old Union flig at NasDville. When 
the army went lo E ist Tennessee he wanted to 
go along. It was i:i Fremont's Department, and 
he was glad of it. Fremont was bis sort of a 
man, and be wanted to go with him to East Ten- 
nessee. There had bean a great deal of hanging 
on one side, and be wished to superintend it on 
the other. He could sav, and witbout profani v, 
tbat the Fedaral aruiy in Eist Tennessee would 
be hailed wilh a j jy only eqialled by the bo- 
sannabs of I h a a'-g >ls when Christ was born. 

He rover bad any s>mp»thy with disuei^n- 
istf, lecrsei.Li ts, or abolili nisla. He was bom 
in Virginia, and bis parents before him. He is a 
slaveholder, but be bad no hesitati. n in spying 
that when the question comes, "the Union' and 
no slavery," against "slavery and no Union," 
he wa" f ir Ihe Union and let slavery go lo the 
dogs, or where elte It may be Sfnt. He was for 
the Union, at)ove tbat or any other institution. 

'Xhe wicked rebe lion, he felt confident, was on 
its last legs. It is almost played out. When 
the rebel i'rittenden's army passed him, the man 
were literally barcfoi-^ted and aim ;st cak-d. 

The blockade lias Fliy«<l sad bavoc with them. 
They were prepiring to make a desperate fight 
at Corinth. If whipped there, their causa was 
gone. He hoped they would be pursued through 
the cotton States to ifae periosula, and then driv- 
en into the sea, as were the devils driven from the 
hogs into the sea of Gallilee. 

The nigger never was in this rebellion. He 
w.as never intended to bj. Other causes bad pro- 
duced it, but the guilty were reaping their re- 
ward. 

After tlia reception the parson took an airiog 
with some gentlemen, driving thrjugh Clifton 
acd niber attractive tuliurhs ' f the city. 

He visittKl Ibe Merchants' Exc'iange, where he 
was introduced to tha merchsuts by President 
Duller, aud spoke for perhaps half an hour. He 
showed plainly the marks if Ihe hard times 
Ibri ugh which he bas passed. He is very thin, 
and his faca is haggird. bloodless, and deeply 
marked with suffering and anxiety. He is, how- 
eve', one of that race of tall, hardy, swarlby, 
black-haired Eist Teonesfceeans, who gave Ten- 
nessee her o!d lime glory as the Volunteer State, 
acd were foremost in the battles of Andrew Jack- 
son, and with proper care he will soon recover his 
health. 

He gave a touching narrative of his suffer logs 
in prison, cf his illness, ard the care wi b which 
the guardi pbiced over him wore doublid, when 
ho was so silk he duld not turn in bed without 
assistance. The jiil was crowded with Union 
men. Many sickened and perished miserably ia 
it, acd others were taken out and hung. Gen. 
Carroll, of tbe Cor;federate army, who was at ('Ue 
time a great friend of bi', being a Union man 
until a lata period, visited him in jiil and said to 
him: 'Brownlow, you ought rot to be here." 
' So I think," Iho parson responded, "but here I 
am." 'the General s id the Confederate Court 
was titling within a hundred yards of the jail, 
and if he would lake the oath of allegiance, he 
should be immedi.itely liberated "Sir, "said Iha 
parson, liokingbim steadily in the eye, "before 
I will take tho oath cf allegiance to your bogus 
Government, I will rot in jail or die here of old 
age. I don't acknowledge you have a cjurt. I 
don't acknowledge you have a Government. 
It has never been acknowledged by any 
power on earth and never will he. Before I would 
take the oath I would see tbe whole Southern 
Confederacy iu the iufornal regions, and you on 
top of it ! " 

rbe General indignantly left the jiil remark- 
ing "tbat ia d d plain ta'k" "Yes sir-ee, said 

the Parson "1 am a plain man, and them's my 
seDtimnnis " Frequently men were taken out ( f 
tbe j.il and hung, and tbe eece-h rabble would 
howl at bim and tell bim as be looked ont from 
the jail windows that he was to be burg next. 
Ho lo'd tbem from those windows that be was 
readv to go lo the gallows, acd alt he a^kod was 
cna hour's talk to tbe people before he was swung 
off, tbat he might give them bis opinion of Iha 
mob called lhe;>outhern Confederacv. The Par- 
son said he expected to be hanged. He bad made 
up his mind to it. At one time he was tried by 
court martial, and in tha decision of bis case be 
was within one vote of being sentenced to hang. 
There was nothing between him and tha gallows 
but the will of one man, and him a stcfssionist. 
Great God, on what a flender thread hung ever- 
lasting Ihingf! The jails in Eist Tennessee and 
North Alabama were overfull of Union men. 
Tbe Union men there had never flinched. They 
stood firm now. The Government, whatever 
else it did, sh'iuld immodiately relieve them from 
the grinding and destroying oppression of seces- 
sion. He told an ins'ance of a young man, named 
John C. Hurd, an exemplary citizen and church 
member, with a wife and two litt'e ch'ldren, 
who was convicted of bridge burning He was 
notified but one bour before be was hung tbat he 
was to be executed. He a'kad for a minister of 
the Gospel to ome and sing and pray with him, 
but was till that praying wi u'd not do trui'.ors 
to the Siuih any good, and he was thus insult- 
ingly refu.sed his dviog request. But tbe rebels 
rent with him to the callowsa miserable, drunk- 
en, and demoralized Chaplain of one of their reg- 
iments, who stoed on the gallows acd told Iha 
crowd assembled to see the hanging, that Ihi 
young man about to be executed had been led 
into the commisssion of the crimes for which he 
w's to suffer, by designing men, and was sorry 
for what be had done, "rbe man about to be 
hung rprang to his fesi, and called out that 
every word tho Chaplain hid uttered waa false. 
Ho was tbe identical man who had burned tbe 
New Creek b idge. He knew what he was about 
when he did it, and would do it again if he had 
a chance. They might go on with their harg 
irg. He was readv for it. And they hung him 
forthwith. The Parson told of an inoffensive 
citizen, who was pointed out to a party of strag- 
gling soldiers, while at woik in a li< Id as "a 

d Unionist." He was at once fired npon, 

and so mangled that he died within a few honrn. 

The Parson said it might astonish them, but 
tbe greatest no,;ro thieves in tbe wjrid were the 
Confederate snldie s. Tboy had stolen from him 
a lively negr.) boy, f jU'teon years old, and worth 
a thousand dollars He had never heard from 
the boy since he was taken away, and never ex- 
pected to S90 him again or to get a cent for him. 
It was a £o'emn fact that the Confederate sol- 
diers had stolen more negroes dnring this war 
than all tbe aboliii mists had stolen for forty 
years. These oldiers were the offscourings of 
tbe earth. Not one half of them had ever owned 
a negro, or were cooneete i by any degree of so- 
cial affinity or consirguioity with anybody who 
ever di 1 own a negro. Not only did Ihsy steal 
negroes, but they entered houses and Icok Ihe 
clothiogfrom the beds, broke open ths drawers, 
ardtwka'.l the money and jawslry they could 
lav tbeir hand u,non I bey were, emphatically, 
thi ves as Well aa traitors. 

He had recently bad a conversation with a se- 
cssh lady, who spoke as usual of one of the chiv- 
alry whipping five Yankees. He asked her about 
Fort Donels n, &c. She explained by saying, 
the people cf the Xjrthwest are the sons of emi- 
grants from the ttcu'h They were Southiirn 
stock and fought like Southerners. He irquired 
what of the tilue-bellied Yankees, undar Burn- 
side, but she did not know how tbat waf; in fac', 
had beard but little about it. 

The Parson sp.ike in animated style, and pres- 
ently bis voice gave signs of failing. He has 
been troubled with a bronchial affection, ard is 
slill weak from the illness contracted during bis 
imprisonment. He remarked that be had not for 
some montbs attempted to speak at length in pub- 
lic, and bis failing strength admonished him that 
he must close. 

Ho tharksd God that be could seo daylight 
now. The game of the reballion was pretty near 
plaved out. A "little more grape " and wo would 
have tbem. His motto for tbe war was "grape 
shot fir the armed masses and hemp for the lead-

We 
started inim Camp 0-' the 10:h wi b twenty men 
out pf eiCh company 01 c.ivalry and tw .lvehaa- 
drtd infantrv, and livo days' provi ins. Iho 
design was to tak ' Big Creek Gao, tbrungh which 
the main road fr.m me G>p to Knoxvllle psests. 
On tbe fourth day v/e got within six miles of the 
Uap. At dark we aii ppiid and fed, aiid laid down 
to Uike a Ump, unt si lo o'clock we were aroused 
to move on tho eremy by d y'lght. We pas..ad 
over mouutaias to avoid the bl'K-kades that lock- 
el linpasaabie.

10 tue side that -.re were la ft at, thinking that

as light came, and the rebeic Cvmineiic.d getting 
our to feeuiiig, our infantry c-peaod fire ou ■.hern. 
Thuy lelt tonts, wa,icn.a, hoiSoS, and all at that 
pclLt, aod proceeded about a mile up the craok, 
.0 wtiero Ihuta was another camp, and spumed aa 
it tbey iateadod U) tigbt. The iLfantry pushed 
on aft4>r ibo.ti. So Wo crossed rbo mouniaiu and 
wtieu on the lop we c^maienc^ on them agaio, 
when they left tor R wd — avrae almost naked. 

I'bf'y struck out for Kooxville, loaving us ail 
the ground. We got tixty-fcur very fine b rte-<; 
killca nineteen hoisos | killed seventeen men; 
woouded iwc; ta. k Obo lleut. colonel, and niue 
othsr prtaoobic; burnt everyttiag — touts, wago.is, 
&v , ana give away all tha i^ugar and coffee, 
qoilts, bUukeU', shot-guns, sfibres, & lo too 
Union people. .-\r':er feed, we procdtd.a to Jacks- 
boro' — 'b-ij cavalry in tho lead, bur we had givsn 
ibu uaauiy time .0 move lio 11 U'.b. When in 
balf a mile of tho town, tha.-adv.iuca guard pro- 
ceeded ou iu a run into the town. As soon as ibo 
aiiemy .saw as, thuy tck out and we after th^m 
We urcd on ihem— shut one daid, and wouuded 
(wo oTUers, and got a capiaio piiiOorr. ibe one 
wo killed vvas a nuloriuus char.x.er for thieving 
We (topped ia the ccur^-buiue acd fooad plenty 
in their oomml'sary alOT*3 for all cur lEeo 
We found hero a great deal to destroy — uch 
as powdor, ten;s, and othor things necessary fir 
war.

previuua criminal bebivlor. 

Ou Baturd»y last. Qaantrel and bis brigauds. 
to Lho number of twenty five or more, mounted 
and equipped, wore acnririug Jackfon oc autv east 
of the B g Bine river, when they overtock a Mr. 
Alison, wno, in company with his son, wsj peace- 
fully travelling alocg the read on hcrsetJHck. 
Both were ord- r^d to dismount, and the bjrses 
Wore taken in charge by thn robbers. The father 
was thou deliborately shot before the eyes uf his 
own son. .Sergeant Char es Fuller, of tue Mi<- 
sourl lot R violent, was also, about Iho s.imo 
time, murdered in eo'd bicod by these heartless 
ruffians. Air. Ali-ion was a ro-pecabls ciiiz*n of 
Jackson county, who formerly livel near Inde- 
pendence but was compelled Kimo time ago to 
seek refuge at Kansas Ll y, btcaa^e I ia loyalty to 
the Federal Government had m^do him ihoobj<ct 
of threats. After the murder of Mr. Alison, his 
son was pat across tbe river, and the bridge was 
immediately dea'royed. 

rhis villainous i ffiir occurred wi'hin twelve 
or fifteen mile' of < he camp at .Shawnettown, of 
Col. Mllcboll's 2d Kansas rfg'mont, who, on hear- 
ing of it, started with a dett.cbment of three hun- 
drad Di n lu three itivii'ions, taking one himself 
and detailing Mtj.Ts Fi^k and Poineroy f.>r the 
others. It appears that Qoantrel had tjiken bis 
band to a latgs log house owne-d by M-j ir Tate, a 
coted tiecoasionis , three milos oist of Santa Fe, In 
Jackson county, where M -j ir Pomeroy found tboin 
at abont 10 o'clock Satuiday night. Appropil- 
ating the bori-ej of the rebels and sending them 
back, the flg'it was c ramencod. which lasted 
about an hour, Qaantrel'a men firing from the 
building, acd tuo attacking party returning the 
compliment through ihe windows with terridc ef- 
fect. During the fight the house toik fire, when 
several of tho men etcapod, Qaantrel among them. 
Seven or eight of the marau^e s were killed, and 
nine taken prisoners. Two of tbe Union troops 
were seriously wounded, o.ie of whom was Major 
Pomeroy, who received a severe wound in tbe 
thigh, ths ball passing through.
